Who: Salem residents only with valid government ID and / or proof of residency 

When: Thursday, January 6, 2022 Start: 2:00 pm.  Ending: when supplies are exhausted 

Where: Enter Salem Town Hall entrance on RT 85. Follow signs on site.  

Important: Please do not call town hall to inquire about additional tests or masks as all available items allocated 

for the public will be distributed until supplies are depleted. 

 

Safety: If you are COVID positive, please send someone else to pick up your test kit. 

Safety: Stay in your vehicle. Roll down both driver’s side front and rear windows for drive-thru contactless 

distribution. Wearing of Masks in your vehicle is required to protect staff. 

Safety: Please follow traffic patterns, signs and staff directions.
